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Terms and Conditions of Sale 


CONDITIONS—All orders are accepted subject to govern- 
ment regulations affecting labor, transportation, materials and 
on the specific condition that they shall be non-effective should 
injury to stock occur, or other eventuality beyond our control 
take place, altering the condition of plants in such way as to 
render them unsuitable for sale and delivery. 


PAYMENT—Our terms are cash. In cases where the pur- 
chaser is well known and credit responsibility established, 30 
days terms will be granted.’ If plants are to be reserved for later 
shipment, a 25% cash deposit will be required that the plant 
may be selected and tagged. 


PACKING AND SHIPPING—All Camellias will be balled 
and burlapped. If they are to be shipped out of Jacksonville, 
they will be securely crated for 10% of the total cost of the 
plants, but for a minimum charge of $2.00 per crate. Four 
Camellias may be placed in one crate if not larger than three 
feet. We recommend Railway Express as a means of transporta- 
tion, but will be guided by your instructions in that regard. 
Our responsibility ceases upon delivery to the carrier. Risk ana 
cost of transportation are for the purchaser's account. 


MINIMUM ORDERS—Mail orders for less than $10.00, if to 
be crated, cannot be accepted. 


SUBSTITUTIONS—No substitutions will be made unless di- 
rected by the purchaser. Some varieties are scarce and second 
choice might well be made in your original order, if desirable 
to the purchaser. 


GUARANTY—We guarantee Camellias and Azaleas to be 
true to name, well rooted, well grown, healthy, free of scale, 
properly packed and shipped. We cannot guarantee plants to 
live, since the planting, care and growing conditions to which 
they are subjected after leaving the nursery are out of our 
control. If you plant them properly and thereafter give them 
the care they deserve, they will do well. 


In growing understock plants for grafting, we transplant 
them every two years, assuring thorough rooting-pruning, and 
thick, heavy root system. Our grafted plants bring you all the 
roots that grow the top. 


GRAFTED CAMELLIAS—Occasionally grafts produce varie- 
grated flowers though theretofore a solid color. However, we fail 
to recall an instance where the new variegation proved less 
desirable. In some causes the new flower has been highly prized. 
An example is Rosea Superba Variegated. This occurence is 
due to some influence in the understock and we make no claim 
to an understanding of this behavior. Even so, we guarantee 
the scions, as to truth of variety, though they may sometimes 
aci as here indicated.

CAMELLIAS 


The Camellias listed in our catalogue this year are made 
up of varieties which we regard as the best. The selection has 
been made because these varieties, in our judgment, are highly 
desirable on account of the excellence of the flowers; the fact 
that they make good shrubs; the habit of growth is strong and 
they grow into healthy, vigorous plants. There are other 
Camellias which have some of these qualities, but, in selecting 
the varieties we propagate and offer the trade, our purpose has 
been to carry only those which embrace the characteristics here 
outlined. There are a few exceptions in the list because of 
some very outstanding quality which demands that we grow 
and offer them. 


Camellias have come to be highly regarded as an ever- 
green blooming shrub for gardens in the South. They are strik- 
ingly beautiful as individual specimens planted in the lawn, 
at the corner of buildings, or, in borders. Many gardeners in 
recent years have set them in beds in one place in the garden; 
dealing with them as nearly all gardeners formerly treated roses. 
There are many ways they can be used to advantage in land- 
scaping. , 


FEATURE CAMELLIAS 
THIS SEASON 


This small group consists of a few especially good varieties 
comparatively new to the nursery trade. Camellia fanciers 
cannot afford to be without them. 


HIGH HAT—Large, double peony type with cluster of small 
petaloids in center, pale pink. This is the very rare light pink 
sport of lovely Daikagura. Slow, upright and compact growth 
with large pointed dull green foliage heavily serrated. Very 
early bloomer. ; 


VIRGIN’S BLUSH—A new and much talked about Camellia. 
Medium to large size, full double, blush pink. Midseason 
bloomer. Very fast up-right grower. 


MRS. BALDWIN WOOD—Medium large, irregular double 
white with a pink stripe on one or more petals. The petals lie 
flat while inner petals are in-curved and sometimes over-reach 
the golden stamens in center. Blooms last well and open at 
mid-season, taking severe cold without damage. Strong grower, 
tending to spread, showing dark, shiny green foliage. A hand- 
some shrub and lovely flower. One of the best. 
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JACKSONVILLE, FLORIDA 


ROSEA SUPERBA VARIEGATED—A lovely variegation of 
Rosea Superba. Very large, full double, imbricated blossom, 
sometimes 6 inches across. Soft light pink with small white 
spots, or marbling. Leaves dull green. A vigorous, upright 
grower. Very free flowering from early to late midseason. This 
is our choice of all Camellias. 


VILLE de NANTES—A semi-double cherry red marbled and 
streaked with white showing a round cluster of stamen. Petals 
are long and narrow somewhat crinkled, frequently several 
petals stand erect at center and are twisted. The flower, habit 
of growth, foliage and coloring are very similar to Donkelaari 
of which it is probably a sport. No other new variety has been 
so much discussed and praised. 


MRS. FREEMAN WEISS VARIEGATED—A fairly large semi- 
double soft pink with loose, wavy petals, showing stamen mixed 
with small petals in center. Last season one of our stock plants 
bloomed heavily variegated with white. These flowers were 
lovely and we hope our graftings from that plant will develop 
similarly. Light green, pointed leaves. Upright, fast, bushy 
grower. One of the best, mid-season bloomer. 


MRS. C. M. WILSON—This is a sport of the old favorite 
Elegans (Chandler), having similarly formed flowers, but, shad- 
ing from silvery white on the outer petals to a beautiful shade 
of pink at the center. The petaloids are silvery white mixed with 
golden stamens in center, sometimes showing a brillant straw- 
berry red immediately around this cluster. Midseason bloomer. 
Growth habits and foliage are the same as Cnandleri. Outstand- 
ingly beautiful. 


DAIKAGURA (WARD STRAIN)—A number of Camellia 
fanciers regard Daikagura as having no superior. The Ward 
Strain of Daikagura is a beautifully variegated bloom. No one 
can tell what grafting will do to it, but, the original plant has 
shown its bloom true for several years. It is 80% to 90% white 
and frequently has pink at the margins of the bloom. Its 
growth habits, foliage and general characteristics are the same 
as the regular Daikagura described in this catalogue under 
Choice Camellias, Variegated. 
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BLACK DRAGON VARIEGATED—This form of the Black 
Dragon, has blooms variegated and shows about 25% white. It 
is a very lovely sport of the solid red Black Dragon. Its general 
characteristics are the same except for the variegated blooms. 


THELMA DALE—lIn this lovely variety we have a solid pink 
sport of Mrs. Baldwin Wood. We regard it as one of the best » 
pinks. All characteristics of the variety are those of the Mrs. 
Baldwin Wood except for the solid pink coloring. See Mrs. 
Baldwin Wood as described above. 


PRIDE OF DESCANSO (S-103)—While this variety is new, it 
promises to be the most outstanding white to come on the 
market in years. The growth appears to be strong and vigorous. 
The foliage is pointed, dark green and large. The bloom is very 
large, pure white, semi-double to loose peony. 


MORNING GLOW—\This is a beautiful new white. Complete 
double, much like Alba Plena but larger, does not lay flat on 
opening and is of finer texture. The plant is upright in growth 
and extremely vigorous. The foliage is pointed, large and shiny, 
dark green. It is a fast growing, hardy and healthy shrub. This 
is about the best formal type white produced in years. 


CRUSADER—tThe flower is very large, peony type and of 
much depth. It is a deep red, the base petals being large and 
evenly spaced while the center petals, also large, are incurved 
and twisted, sometimes intermingled with yellow stamens. The 
plant is compact and bushy, showing large leaves very dark 
and shiny green. 


PAULETTE GODDARD—A very large, brilliant red flower, 
loose peony type representing one of the finer new Camellias. 
Good foliage, light, dull green and apparently a good upright 
grower. We have not had it long enough to adequately judge its 
growth habits.

RARE CAMELLIAS 


The varieties here listed are highly regarded by experts and 
are scarce. No nursery has them in abundance. Some of them 
are new and all of them are in such demand as to prevent 
accumulation in qucntity. 


WHITE 


WHITE EMPRESS—Extremely large semi-double white. Sta- 
mens massed in cented cast a yellow glow over the entire bloom. 
A handsome shrub rather tall and dense with rich green leaves. 
An outstanding Camellia. A midseason bloomer. 


BESSIE BELLINGRATH—Semi-double white with delicate 
blush pink, formed somewhat like Snowdrift, but with many 
more petals. Midseason bloomer. Slow, up-right grower with 
long narrow, dull green leaves. Very highly regarded. 


WHITE CRANE (Haku Tsuru)—A very fine white shaped 
like Victor Emanuel and as large. Large, light green leaves. A 
tall open grower but vigorous and hardy. 


WHITE SWAN—Large semi-double white, opening rather 
flat with prominent stamens. The outer petals show light pink 
on the back. Midseason bloomer. Fast, up-right grower witn 
narrow, long, thick leaves dark green. 


YOBEKI-DORI—A new Japanese importation which appears 
to grow tall and open with narrow pointed foliage, dark dull 
green. The habits of growth appear strong. The blooms are 
lovely, white, flushed pale pink. It has slender petals with 
rather blunt ends, strongly resembling Imura. Withal a very 
lovely Camellia. 


PINK 


CREPE ROSETTE—Semi-peony type beautiful pink. Petais 
stand apart and are shaded white at margins. Few stamens. 
Foliage light green. Rounded growth, vigorous, symmetrical and 
medium height. Blooms from early to late midseason. 


GENERAL PATTON—Large, rose form, double, bright pink 
flower. A midseason bloomer. Vigorous, up-right, open grower. 
Very attractive. 


LILA ROSA—Deep, clear pink flower, formed somewhat 
like Debutante, sometimes showing a few white specks. Blooms 
early and continues through midseason. Fast, willowy growth, 
with large, light green foliage. Another new seedling which is 
regarded very highly. 
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ROSEA SUPERBA—A very large, full double and imbricated 
bloom, soft, light pink, often 6 inches in diameter. A very free 
bloomer from early to late season. Foliage large, dull green. 
Growth is symmetrical, upright and vigorous, making a dense, 
shapely shrub. We regard this variety as the best pink Camellia. 


MRS. FREEMAN WEISS—Large semi-double, soft pink, 
loose wavy petals. Stamens mixed with petals in center. Light 
green, pointed leaves. Upright, fast bushy grower. Mid-season 
bloomer. ,' 


DUCHESS OF SUTHERLAND (Solid Pink)—-A very striking 
type of the Duchess of Sutherland, which has few superiors. The 
flower is exactly the sdme, but, is a solid pink sport of the 
Duchess. The foliage, blooming period and growth habits are 
the same as the Duchess of Sutherland described in this cata- 
logue unde Choice Camellias, Variegated. 


MARY CHARLOTTE (S-32)—This variety has not been in the 
trade long enough to know its growth habits. It appears to be a 
strong grower with medium sized pointed foliage, shiny green. 
The blooms are rather large, somewhat in the form of Chandler’s 
Elegans. It manifests a beautiful pale pink. The petals stand 
apart and present a lovely bloom. 


RED 


BLACK DRAGCN—Flowers very large, shaped somewiuuwt 
like Victor Emanuel. Colored very dark, deep red like rich Port 
Wine. Petals are long, stand up-right, are crinkled at edges and 
are darker at margins. Yellow stamens show at center. Large 
dark green leaves, a moderate grower and good shrub. One 
of the best new varieties to appear in years. 


CONFLAGRATION—Large semi-double fiery red flower 
with petaloids and stamens mixed and crinkled. Leaves are 
narrow and medium glossy green. Appears to be an upright! 
grower, but too new to have manifested its characteristics as a 
shrub. The flower is most striking. A midseason bloomer. 


FLAME—Very large semi-double orange red flower with 
small cluster of stamens in center. Blossom holds up well for 
days in full sun, or cold. Foliage medium light green. Tall fast 
grower. This is one of the better varieties. Midseason bloomer. 


LAWRENCE WALKER—A very large red of loose peony 
type, showing a few stamens, a beautiful midseason bloomer. 
While this variety is too new to determine the character of the 
shrub it manifests evidence of growing into a beautiful specimen. 
Foliage is large, dark green and hardy, vigorous grower. 
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JACKSONVILLE, FLORIDA 


LETITIA SCHRZADER—An outstanding Camellia. Very large, 
deep red flower, shaper like a round medallion. Heavy guard 
petals with smaller petals inside surrounding a small cluster of 
yellow stamens at center. Blooms last well and withstand severe 
cold, sturdy and upright. A midseason bloomer. 


MARTIN ROBERTS (Woodville Red)—Enormous, peony type 
bloom almost round like a ball with numerous and long petals, 
a few yellow stamens intermingled. In November the color is 
deep rose pink. Later, as colder weather comes the color is dark, 
lively red. Tall, vigorous, compact grower in full sun, but rather 
open in shade. Leaves are pale green and twisted. Long bloom- 
ing period, but not free flowering until the plant grows older. An 
outstanding Camellia for which we expect a great future. 


IMPERATOR (French)—Very large tight peony formed garnet 
red flower. Midseason bloomer. Up-right, column like grower 
with large, bright green foliage. A very beautiful Camellia not 
to be confused with one known in the trade as Imperator. The 
original plant of this stock came from Nantes, France. 


VARIEGATED 


BIG BEAUTY—Large, loose, peony type, white with pink 
stripes. The outer petals le flat, while the inner petals are 
twisted and sometimes are hooked over grouped golden stamens. 
in center. A midseason bloomer and few variegated Camellias 
are its equal. Strong, up-right loose grower with dull, green 
foliage. 


ADMIRAL NIMITZ—The bloom somewhat resembles Laurel 
Leaf, beautiful shade of pink with most flowers variegated white. 
Petals tend to stand up and curve inward. Heavy bloomer. 
Foliage long, narrow and light green. Tall, strong grower. One 
of the best of the new varieties. 


GLENN No. 40 VARIEGATED—Exactly like Glenn No. 40 
solid red, except it is flecked and spotted with white. The 
variegated Glenn No. 40 is extremely rare. Few have it. See 
description of solid red Glenn No. 40. 


KELLINGTONIA (French Strain)—A huge, semi-double, red, 
heavily mottled white. Large outer petals with smaller petals and 
stamens mixed toward center. Broad, pointed, dark green leaves. 
Sturdy, vigorous, open grower. Our stock came from the original 
importation, Guichard sisters of Nantes, France. Midseason 
bloomer. 
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LINDSEY NEAL—Large, semi-double to loose peony flower 
dark rich petals with smaller petals in center mixed with sta- 
mens. Heavily marbled white. Large, pointed lewves, medium 
green. Strong, but slow grower, spreading and tending to be 


open. Highly desirable. An early bloomer. 


MARCHIONESS of SALISBURY—Medium size, loose peony, 
deep red flowers heavily mottled white. Blooms midseason. 
Narrow, medium light green leaves. Spreading grower and 
rather slow, though hardy. Highly regarded by many fanciers. 


MARGARET JACK—Large semi-double with swirled petals, 
white finely streaked and blotched with crimson. Medium com- 
pact growth with small, dark green foliage. A midseason bloom- 
er and one of the finest of its type. 


PINK GLORY VARIEGATED—Large, semi-double, pink and 
white flower with long, narrow petals standing apart. Petaloids 
mixed with stamens. Long, narrow foliage, glossy green. A 
good grower and hardy. Midseason bloomer. Very fine. 


ROBERT NORTON—Very large semi-double, well formed 
flower, white with one or two pink stripes and showing numer- 
ous stamens in center. Early bloomer. Loose, open grower, but 
sturdy, with medium to large, dark green, leathery leaves. 


CREPE ROSETTE VARIEGATED—tThis is a variegated sport 
of the very lovely solid pink Crepe Rosette described above. In 
all respects it is the same except for the white splotches against 
the light pink background. 


FLAME VARIEGATED—-A lovely form of the solid red Flame 
described in our Rare Camellias, Red. See that section for a 
description of the flcwer itself and the plant. 


KENNY—Lovely semi-double flower, deep pink marbled 
white often cnerry red and white, depending on soil conditions. 
Flowers are excepticnally large. Numerous petals, upstanding, 
cause the bloom to show much depth. Stamens show in center. 
Large round dark green leaves. Upright, handsome shrub, very 
shapely, midseason bloomer. Not a new variety, but unaccount- 
able, not available until recently. Our stock came from the 
original plant imported from the Guichard sisters, Nantes, France.

CHOICE CAMELLIAS 


This group embraces some new varieties but consists, 
chiefly, of names well known and which have been tested by 
experience. Included here are Camellias among the best regard- 
less of classification. 


WHITE 


ELIZABETH BOARDMAN—Enormous white, semi-double 
peony-like blooms, with yellow stamens mixed with petals. The 
flower looks like a big white Christmas ball. Light green, round- 
ed foliage. Up-right, strong grower and free bloomer at mid- 
season. It has few superiors. 


FRIZZLE WHITE—Semi-double pure white, very large flower 
with wavy, crinkled petals intermixed with yellow stamens. 
Foliage large and pointed. A strong, tall grower. Blooms with 
us at midseason. 


HAKU RAKUTEN (REFUGEE)—Large, semi-double to loose 
peony pure white flowers. Stamens mixed with small petals in 
center. Light green smooth foliage. Vigorous, upright and sym- 
metrical grower. A beautiful Camellia. Midseason bloomer. 


HENNINGHAM SMITH—This white is said to be a sport of 
Alba Plena, to which it is very similar, but has a few short 
stamens when fully open. Foliage and growth habits are the 
same as Alba Plena. An early bloomer. 


IMURA—Beautiful white, semi-double flower with long nar- 
row petals, showing prominent stamens in center. Some flowers 
are 52 inches in diameter. Long, narrow, pointed, drooping dark 
green foliage. Upright, open grower. Midseason bloomer. 


K. SAWADA (U. S. PATENT No. 431)—White, very double 
and fully imbricated, 5 inches in diameter. Petals re-curve and 
stand apart. Blooms freely at midseason. Foliage medium size 
dark green. Vigorous, semi-upright grower. Sold under contract 
with patentee. 


SEPTEMBER MORN—Large, double, creamy white flower, 
loosely formed with inner petals mixed with grouped stamens 
and petaloids. Early bloomer. Tends toward spreading growth 
with medium large, rounded, dark green foliage. 
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MRS. CHARLES SIMONS—A large, semi-double white 
flower with stamens mixed with petals at center. Light green, 
elongated pointed foliage. Fast, upright, symmetrical grower. 
Blooms at midseason. 


SNOWDRIFT—Semi-double lovely white round cluster of 
stamens in center. Petals are large and have sufficient sub- 
stance to hold their form. Flower lasts well. Long, narrow, dull 
green foliage. Tall, fast grower, making a splendid shrub. 
Very free bloomer at midseason. An exceptionally good variety. 


VICTORY WHITE—Loose peony white flower, four to five 
inches across. Small petals and stamens intermingled at center 
with larger twisted petals outside. Medium large, rich green 
leaves. A compact upright grower, blooming heavily at mid- 
season. 


WHITE GIANT—Semi-double pure white with stamens at 
center. One of the larger Camellia blossoms. Midseason bloom- 
er. Very large dark and shiny, green leaves, occasionally 
variegated. Stong, fast grower. Very fine. 


WHITE QUEEN—Very large semi-double pure white flower 
about 5 inches in diameter. Petals rather small and pointed. 
Blooms at midseason. Large, shiny green leaves. Upright fast 
grower. 


DAIKAGURA—Very large solid pink flower, peony-type 
bloom. One of the earliest blooming of all Camellias. Dark 
green, pointed serrated leaves. Bushy grower. Truly a must 
for the collector desiring all types of the Daikagura family. 


PINK 


BESSIE McARTHUR—Large, semi-double, clear, deep pink 
with three or four layers of very large petals and prominent 
stamens intermingled with small petals at center. Strong, bushy 
grower but upstanding, with large glossy green foliage. A lovely 
flower and handsome shrub. 


DEBUTANTE—Large, peony-type delicate pink flower. Light 
green serrated foliage. Upright, shapely grower, an early 
bloomer. Long a favorite. 


ELEANOR HAGOOD—A medium size, imbricated, very 
double flower, pale pink. When fully open the flower is blush 
pink at center, shoding deeper toward its margin. Dark green 
leaves. Upright, sirong grower, making a good shrub. Blooms 
late. 


EMPRESS—Very large, semi-double deep rose pink some- 
times six inches across. Round cluster of stamens in center. 
Foliage glossy, dark green. Spreading grower, sturdy and 
strong. A prolific bloomer during midseason. 
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JOSEPHINE DUELL—Soft, light shade of pink having a 
loose peony-type blossom of medium size. A midseason bloomer 
and very lovely. Foliage is good and a medium tall, but 
compact grower. 


LADY MARY CROMARTIE—Large loose, semi-double rose 
pink flower with stamens mixed with petals. Leaves are large, 
light green. Upright, strong and shapely grower. Midseason 
bloomer. 


MAGNOLIAFLORA—Medium size semi-double light pink, 
shading to blush pink at margins of petals. Stamens in center. 
Narrow, pointed medium glossy green foliage. Upright, slow, 
but sturdy grower. A midseason bloomer. Most desirable and 
highly valuable. 


MARGARET HIGDON—Rather large, loose peony-type flow- 
er showing white frosting on margins of petals. Rose red, or 
deep pink in color. Glossy green foliage. Upright, fast and 
shapely growth, rather open. Blooms freely at midseason. 


MARTHA “BRICE—A delicate, light pink. Midseason bloom- 
er, semi-double, loose peony-type. Leaves are large, dark 
green and almost round. A bushy strong grower. 


COUNTE de NESSELRODE—Semi-double to loose peony 
form, blush pink with rose pink stripes. A most unusual and 
beautiful flower. Midseason to late bloomer. Bushy grower 
with small, hght green foliage. 


PINK GLORY (Finlandia-F. N.)—Medium large, light rose 
pink, semi-double, loosely formed flower with long, narrow 
petals. A midseascn bloomer. Upright, loose grower with long 


dull green foliage. This variety and its variegated sport are, 
both, splendid. 


PINK STAR—Loose peony-type flower, bright rose pink, 
yellow stamens intermingled with petals. Outer petals large and 
pointed. Dark green foliage. Upright, slow grower forming a 
dense shrub. A favorite with many and blooms in midseason. 


REVEREND JOHN BENNETT—Very large semi-double light 
pink with white frosting on petals. Prominent cluster of stamens. 
Petals stand erect and well apart. Long and narrow light green 
foliage. Open grower, but upright. Free flowering at midseason. 
This variety has leng been regarded as splendid. A Magnolia 
Garden original.

ROSE DAWN (DAVIS)—Large, rose pink, full double, fully 
imbricated flowers, formed like Alba Plena. Blooms very freely 
{n midseason. Foliage serrated, crinkled, dark green. A vigorous 
grower, rather spreading. This is one of the best. 


MRS. K. SAWADA (U. S. PATENT No. 481)—Delicate pink, 
shading to porcelain white. Full double and imbricated. Medium 
size flower with many small petals loosely tied together. Leaves 
are small and rounded. Fast, upright grower, making a compact 
shrub. Flowers last well. Sold under contract with patentee. 


SWEETI VERA—Large, peony-type flesh pink, flecked with 
rose pink. Very pretty. Medium size, dull gn foliage. Hardy 
and open grower. Midseason bloomer. 


TEA GARDEN No. 113 (GRANDIFLORA ROSEA)—A semi- 
double deep rose pink, loosely formed, very large flower. The 
inner layer of petals are somewhat twisted affording a most 
pleasing effect. Leaves large and shiny, dark green. Tall fast 
grower and a midseason bloomer. 


TINKY LEE—Large, semi-double, light pink with creped 
petals. Stamens and small petals mixed at center. Very pretty. 
Medium to small leaves and strong grower. Bloom's at midseason. 


RED 


PEARL HARBOR—Very large red flower, loose peony cen- 
ter with long outer guard petals. Very vigorous grower, stocky 
branches and large leaves. Very hardy and beautiful shrub. 


ADOLPH AUDUSSON RED—A very large, semi-double deep 
red flower with heavy cluster of stamens at center divided into 
three sections. Large, deep green foliage. Upright, strong and 
sturdy grower. Free flowering at midseason. One of the best 
solid reds. 


MRS. CHARLES COBB—Large, loose, peony-like dark red 
flower with tinge of copper. Orange yellow stamens intermixed 
with petals. Strong, upright grower. Large rounded dark glossy 
green leaves. Few varieties make better shrub. A midseason 
bloomer. 


DUNCAN BELL—Very large, full double, semi-peony type 
flower. Brilliant deep red. Oblong, large, dark, shiny green 
leaves. Strong, fast grower with sturdy branches. 


EMPEROR OF RUSSIA—Full peony-type flower, rather large 
brilliant, deep scarlet red. Yellow stamens are interspersed with 
the inner petals. Dark green, large foliage. A slow, bushy 
grower. A very highly regarded Camellia, blooming in mid- 
season. 
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GLENN No. 40—Full double, large imbricated flower, open- 
ing nearly flat. Deep, rich red, yet a lively color. Shows stamens 
when fully open. The flower has numerous petals. Blossoms 
are beautiful and last well. Glossy, deep green leaves, pointed. 
Upright, sturdy, though rather slow grower. Makes a good 
shrub. There are few better varieties. Blooms late midseason. 


MATHOTIANA RUBRA—An immense deep red flower full 

double and imbricated until fully open. Shows stamens when 
entirely open in warm weather. Long pointed dull green foliage. 
Upright and vigorous grower. Very free bloomer at midseason. 
Probably the most popular of the reds. 


ST. ANDRE—Peony flower very large. Carmine crimson in 
color and blooms late midseason. Leaves dark green thick and 
large. Vigorous, dense grower, making an especially desirable 
shrub. 


VEDRINE—Large, loose, deep red, semi-double to peony 
type flower with yellow stamens intermingled with numerous 
petaloids in center.

ELEANOR OF FAIROAKS—Large, loose, peony-type flower, 
dark red, marbled with white. Bright yellow stamens mixed 
petaloids in center. Dull dark green foliage. Upright slender 
grower. A great favorite in Mississippi. Blooms late midseason. 


ELIZABETH ARDEN—Medium size light pink mottled with 
white. It opens in the form of a rose, later developing into a 
semi-double. Foliage medium green, long and narrow. Medium 
grower, rounded and symmetrical. A late bloomer. 


IL TRAMENTO—Medium size formal double, fully imbricat- 
ed, deep pink with white spots, a lovely flower. Leaves large 
dark and leathery. Compact, rounded growth, strong and 
vigorous. A midseason bloomer. Foliage and habit of growth 
entirely different from Laurel Leaf, though the flower somewhat 
resembles it. 


EMPRESS VARIEGATED—See description of Empress. This 
variety is the same except that it is heavily mottled white. 


GIGANTEA—Semi-double enormous dark red _ flower 
marbled white. Very spectacular bloom. Broad, but pointed, 
dark green foliage. Upright, strong, open grower. A late 
midseason bloomer. 


C. M. HOVEY (MATHOTIANA RUBRA VARIEGATED)—A 
full double imbricated deep crimson flower, marbled and speck- 
led with pure white.

Without doubt, Azaleas are the most outstanding flowering 
plants we have in the South. The blooming season is long, if 
the varieties are selected with that feature in view. The list of 
Azaleas we carry has been carefully selected for freeness of 
bloom, variety of color, character of foliage, and habit ot 
growth.
